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HOUSEHOLD PARTS PRODUCTION 
UP; ‘FREON,’ MOTORS BETTER 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April 10—Service 
managers for household mechanical refrig- 
erator manufacturers in attendance at a con- 
ference with WPB officials estimated that 
production of repair and maintenance parts 
for refrigerators is much higher now than 
it was a year ago, WPB reported today. 


At the same time WPB told the service 
managers that AC motor production has been 
increased, with about 85% of total production 
going into combat equipment, but enough 
AC motors are expected to be available for 
essential replacements for domestic mechani- 
cal refrigerators. 


The “Freon” situation is improving slowly, 
WPB officials said. All requests for ‘‘Freon” 
for the re-operating of hermetically sealed 
units for household refrigerators are being 
granted by WPB. 


The amount of material made available by 
WPB is adequate, the industry representa- 
tives said, but shortages of manpower and 
facilities cause difficulties in the fabrication 
of the material. Facilities in the plants are 
used for war work to a large extent, and 
workers are being drafted in increasingly 
large numbers for service in the armed forces. 
Besides the problem of obtaining manpower 
for production of refrigerator parts, the in- 
dustry is faced with the problem of maintain- 
ing adequately staffed repair shops in the field. 


The industry is voluntarily carrying out a 
program under which inoperative functional 
parts are exchanged for new ones and re- 
conditioned by the manufacturers. Other 
parts are salvaged by distributors or dealers. 
This program is proving highly successful, it 
was reported. In some instances as much as 
90% of the total amount of material origin- 
ally allocated for the production of parts is 
being recovered. 


It was pointed out that this practice had 
been followed, though on a limited scale, even 
before the war. Because of wartime short- 
ages of materials, manpower, and facilities, 
the program has been expanded to apply to 
a longer list of refrigerator parts. In view 
of the continuing shortage of manpower, 
facilities, and materials, the industry group 
recommended that the present policy of ex- 
changing functional parts be continued. 


HOUSING PROJECT CONTRACTORS 
TO HANDLE EQUIPMENT BUYING 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—Federal Public 
Housing Authority has halted the mass pur- 
chase of plumbing, lighting, and some ap- 
pliances. Hereafter, contractors on publicly 
financed war housing projects will do their 
own buying. 

Plumbing and heating equipment and light- 
ing fixtures will be included in construction 
contracts again as they are under normal 
conditions. Ranges and ice boxes may be 
included at the discretion of regional directors 
of FPHA.

National Service Council Maps New Drive

WASHINGTON, D. C.—This is how refrigeration repairmen now 
stand in relation to the draft, following a week filled with new orders, 
directives, and wide confusion on the part of not only draft registrants 
but the entire Selective Service system. 


1. Repairmen under 26 are not on the list of “activities deemed 
critical enough to warrant continued deferment of a relatively small 
number of men in the 18-26 age group.” 


2. Repairmen over 26 should not be inducted, for the time being, 


under any circumstances.

Locker Men Study 
Tie-in With Sales 


Of Home Freezers 


CHICAGO — The home freezer- 
storage unit will be an asset to the 
refrigerated locker plant industry, 
“providing the public is properly in- 
formed as to its uses and limita- 
tions,”’ it was reported to the Locker 
Executives conference here late last 
month by a committee designated to 
make a report on the subject. 


The conference was composed of 
officers and special committees of the 
National Frozen Food Locker Assn. 
who reported on various projects 
designed to provide a better organi- 
zation and coordinated activities for 
the locker plant field. Further re- 
ports will be submitted at the as- 
sociation’s next annual meeting at 
Columbus, Ohio, Sept. 25-27. Mem- 
bers of the committee making the 
report on home freezer-storage units 
included Mrs. Carolyn H. Cheney, 
Jamestown, N. Y. (chairman); Dana 
Cryder, Minooka, Ill.; Everett H. 
Shaw, Minburn, Iowa; and Howard 
E. Ullery, South Bend, Ind. 

“As to whether a locker plant 
should become a ‘dealer’ selling the 
units to locker customers, servicing 
the units and, in general, acting as 
headquarters for the units in this 
community, it is our opinion that this 
matter should depend entirely upon

©. warded by WPB to the special Man- 
power Committee with a recommen- 
dation that it be given special 
consideration. This Committee did 
consider it, but did not place repair- 
men on the “critically essential list” 
for men under 26. 

“I was told,” declared W. Ray 
Kromer, national training director, 
who received the notice of rejection, 
“that it is likely that this test of 
essentiality will be applied next to 
men in the 26 to 29 age group. 

“If this should come about, it 
would go a long way towards wreck- 
ing the whole refrigeration repair 
industry, and the training program 
along with it. 

“The National Refrigeration Serv- 
ice Council is doing all it can to drive 
home the story of the desperateness 
of the situation to Washington. But 
I think another major effort is needed 
from the field. 

“I am planning to recommend that 
Local Refrigeration Councils inform 
their Congressmen of the situation, 
and also that they ask their cus- 
tomers—war plants, hospitals, food 
storage places of all kinds—to make 
contact with Donald Nelson at WPB 
and tell him of the importance of 
maintaining their refrigeration equip- 
ment.” 

There has been no definite word 
to the effect that the “critically 
essential” list for those under 26 will 
be applied to the 26 to 29 age group 
at some future date. 

At the same time there is no 
reason to believe that those over 26, 


or even those over 30, who are in 


one of the 149 “critical occupations,” 
will be assured of a permanent de- 
ferment.

Plea for Men Under 
26 Is Rejected 


(Concluded from Page 1, Column 3) 


Here’s what the official orders 
from National Selective Service 
Headquarters did last week: 

1. Set up three age categories in 
draft procedure. The age groups 
were fixed at 18 through 25, 26 
through 29, and 30 and over. Local 
boards were instructed to “apply 
strictly” occupational deferment reg- 
ulations for men in the 26 through 
29 group. The requirement that a 
man’s work should contribute to war 
activity was to be applied, under 
this order, less strictly to men over 
30. 

2. Issued instructions to local draft 
boards telling them to give first 
attention -to the processing of in- 
ductions of those under 26 years of 
age. (Note that this talks about a 
“postponement” of the processing of 
This telegram said, 
in part: 

“The War and Navy Departments 
have now requested the Director of 
Selective Service to take additional 
measures to accomplish the imme- 
diate necessity for the processing of 
young men even though such meas- 
ures may result in the current call 
not being filled. 

“You are therefore directed to 
exercise your authority to postpone 
the processing for induction of men 
26 and over who are making a con- 
tribution to essential agriculture, 
war production or war-supporting 
activities, even though such men 
have been found acceptable for mili- 
tary service or have been ordered to 
report for induction or pre-induction 
physical examination. 

“Postponement of the processing 
of such men should remain in effect 
until you are satisfied that the pro- 
cessing of men under the age of 26 
has been substantially accomplished. 

“You are authorized to make in- 
dividual exemptions to this instruc- 
tion upon the recommendation of the 
local board or upon your own de- 
cision. Previous instructions to cur- 
rently forward for induction sufficient 
additional men to make up shortages 
in previous months’ calls are hereby 
rescinded.” 

3. Established the “critically es- 
sential’ list of those under 26, which 
consists entirely of men with special 
skills in the productive or transpor- 
tation industries, and medical stu- 
dents.

local conditions,’ the committee re- 
ported. 


“If the locker plant is unable to 
furnish service or to make satisfac- 
tory arrangements for a tie-up with 
independent dealers, it should stay 
out of the unit selling angle entirely 
—servicing of these units being a 
very important feature. 

“Some educational program must 
be sponsored by the Association in 
order that this new angle of our 
business can be dovetailed with the 
other services. 

“The national association should 
develop a sales plan, pointing out to 
the owners of these units the ad- 
vantages of the locker plant and its 
services. 

“The average home freezer unit 
owner is not prepared to properly: 
process all his foodstuffs himself, and 
he will not be prepared to do this 
for a number of years. 

“To enable the locker operator to 
render services of slaughtering, cut- 
ting, packaging and quick-freezing 
large or wholesale quantity pur- 
chases of meat, selling commercial 
frozen foods and helping in other 
merchandising methods, he must be 
very closely connected with dis- 
tributors of all types of these units. 

“That unit owners are prospective 
good locker customers, providing, of 
course, operators take the time to 
reach these owners and sell them on 
services of their locker plants, such 
as processing, preparation, and quick- 
freezing of foods.”

All Repair Parts Requests 
Being Granted By WPB 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—Manufac- 
turers’ requests for materials for 
electrical appliance repair parts are 
being granted 100% by the War Pro- 
duction Board, states Stanley B. 
Adams, new head of the WPB Con- 
sumer Durable Goods Division. 

Although allocations during the 
first two quarters have been 100% 
of applications, it will probably be 
some time before the increase in 
repair parts supplies reaches repair 
shops, pointed out Mr. Adams. 

There will be no increase in the 
production of repair parts in the near 
future, however, Mr. Adams de- 
clared, because of the general WPB 
policy limiting civilian programs un- 
til the military situation is clarified. 

WPB is studying the problem of 
parts distribution, Mr. Adams said, 
following a request of the industry 
advisory committee that a change be 
made in the system of turning in 
used parts before receiving a new 
part from the manufacturer or dis- 
tributor. This system should be 
limited to the return of parts in 
critically short supply or capable of 
salvage and reuse in order to reduce 
the confusion, cost, and service de- 
lays involved in the return of parts, 
the committee said. 


Hanat Joins Staff 
Of Chromalox Firm 


PITTSBURGH—Edward H. Hanat 
has joined the production engineer- 
ing staff of Edwin L. Wiegand Co., 
manufacturers of Chromalox electric 
heating units, it was announced this 
week by Ernest N. Calhoun, presi- 
dent. 

Mr. Hanat is well known in the 
electric range field, having spent the 
past 10 years in production engi- 
neering of electric ranges and electric 
range units. 


Egan, Treasurer of 
Kelvinator, Dies 


DETROIT.— Gilbert V. Egan, treas- 
urer and assistant secretary of the 
Nash-Kelvinator Corp., died at his 
home here April 7 after returning 
from a meeting in the offices of the 
Appliance Mfg. Co., Alliance, Ohio, 
of which he was a director. 

For more than a year he had been 
suffering from a mild heart ailment. 
Born in Lyon County, Kansas, he 
was well known in business, banking 
and financial circles. Mr. Egan 
would have been 53 years old on 
June 13. He leaves a widow, Mary; 
three children, Lt. Joseph Gilbert, 
now in armed services overseas, 
Phyllis and Doris, and a sister, Mrs. 
Thomas Massey of Chicago. 

Mr. Egan joined the Kelvinator 
Corp. in 1927 and shortly after re- 
ceived his appointment as assistant 
treasurer. He was elected treasurer 
of the Nash-Kelvinator Corp. in 1939, 
following the merger of Nash Motors 
and Kelvinator. At the time of his 
death he was serving as treasurer 
and assistant secretary of the com- 
pany, and was also executive vice 
president of its subsidiary, Refrigera- 
tion Discount Corp. 


“War Model” Electric 
Clock Marketed by G-E 


BRIDGEPORT, Conn.—In com- 
pliance with OPA and WPB rulings 
and directive orders the General 
Electric Co. will begin the distribu- 
tion of a limited number of electric 
alarm clocks within the next few 
weeks, according to M. B. Ross, 
traffic appliance sales manager of the 
company’s Appliance and Merchan- 
dise department. 

Recent government-sponsored sur- 
veys have shown the critical need 
for alarm clocks and material has 
now been released for the produc- 
tion of as many clocks as possible 
without interfering with war orders. 
It has been pointed out that, although 
as many clocks as possible will be 
manufactured, their production neces- 
sarily will fluctuate because of chang- 
ing requirements for military needs, 
and will be subject to conditions 
beyond the company’s control. 

The clocks will not carry a trade 
name of any manufacturer, having 
been designated “War Alarm,” which 
is printed on the face. Only one 
model will be offered for sale and it 
was pointed out that G-E never 
distributed a comparable prewar 
model. However it carries a regular 
standard guarantee and is not of 
inferior quality. Except for minor 
non-operating parts, the materials 
are the same as those in prewar- 
model clocks. 


‘Gas-Filled’ Pullman Had 
Ice Cooling System 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—The air- 
conditioned Pullman car from which 
passengers were driven by smoke 
from a fire in oiled filter pads re- 
cently was an “ice activated car,” 
reveals W. J. Farrell, an official of 
the Association of American Rail- 
roads. 

Early newspaper stories said that 
“gas” had escaped from the air con- 
ditioning system of the Seaboard 
Airline Railway car. Actually, ex- 
plained Mr. Farrell, a cinder had 
apparently lodged in the intake air 
filter and smouldered. When the Pull- 
man porter detected the odor, “he, 
instead of shutting off the blower 
fan as directed, doused the smoulder- 
ing filter with a fire extinguisher 
containing carbon tetrachloride, which 
added to the _ stench,” 
Farrell.

181,655 Iceboxes Set as 
Quota for 2nd Quarter 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—Domestic | 


ice refrigerator production quotas 


totaling 181,655 units for the second | 


quarter of 1944 have been established 
under Schedule VII to Limitation 
Order L-7-c. 
with an estimated production of 125,- 
000 units during the first three 
months of the year. 

Included in second quarter quotas 
are 14,660 ice chests. These chests 
are of simpler design and are less 
expensive than the more elaborate 
refrigerators. Authorization to pro- 
duce them is in recognition of the 
temporary needs of thousands of 
war workers’ families living in trailer 
camps and other makeshift dwellings. 

It was pointed out in the WPB 
announcement that the impossibility 
of resuming even limited manufac- 
ture of mechanical refrigerators 
while the needed facilities and labor 
continue to be required for war pro- 
duction means a continuing demand 
for ice refrigerators. 

WPB’s program for 1944 calls for 
the manufacture of 821,000 ice re- 
frigerators, of which it is expected 
that some 600,000 will go for needs 
estimated by the Office of Civilian 
Requirements and 221,000 to the 
National

Method of Increasing 
MRO Quota Outlined 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—Informa- 
tion which should be given by per- 
sons applying for increases in their 
maintenance, repair and operating 
supply (MRO) quotas under CMP 
Regulation No. 5, has been spelled 
out in Direction No. 18 to that Regu- 
lation, the Controlled Materials Plan 
Division of the WPB announced last 
week. 

Items of information which should 
be given are: 

1. Name of product(s) manufac- 
tured or description of services ren- 
dered; 

2. Show what quarterly quota you 
were authorized under paragraph 
(f) in 19438. (If operating on a 
seasonal basis, show for each quar- 
ter of 1943). If you received a spe- 
cial authorization for any quarter 
show that for each such quarter in 
addition to the “base’’ quota; 

3. Statement of total dollar value 
of deliveries of your product in 1942, 
and first and subsequent quarters of 
1943, by quarters. Show deliveries 
for each quarter by principal Claim- 
ant Agencies; 

4. Statement of total amount of 
MRO requested to be authorized per 
quarter. This should include the base 
quota already permitted by para- 
graph (f) (1), (2), or (3) plus the 
increase requested; 

5. Statement of total amount ex- 
pended during 1943 for minor capital 
additions under paragraph (b) (3) 
of the regulation; 

6. Statement of deliveries of your 
product scheduled for quarters for 
which MRO increase is requested; 
and 

7. Any additional information which 
may be pertinent to proper evalua- 
tion of the application. 

If any of the above questions do 
not apply to a specific business, in- 
formation which is comparable to 
that requested should be set forth in 
the applicant’s letter. All such ap- 
plications should be filed with the 
War Production Board, Washington 
25, D. C., Reference: CMP Regula- 
tion No. 5. 

This list is important in view of 
the recent amendment to CMP Regu- 
lation No. 5, which permits a person 
who has been granted an increased 
MRO quota, for other than a special 
circumstance such as retooling, to 
continue to use such increased quota 
during quarters subsequent to the 
one for which it was originally 
granted.

WASHINGTON, D. C.—Rules gov- 
erning minor capital additions made 
under Controlled Materials Plan 
Regulation No. 5 have been clarified 
to point out specifically what labor 
costs may be excluded in determin- 
ing the value of the addition, the 
Controlled Materials Plan Division of 
the War Production Board has an- 
nounced. 

Labor costs that may be disre- 
garded for the purposes of the $500 
limit established by the regulation 
are funds paid for (1) the services 
of the purchasers’ own regular em- 
ployes, (2) additional employes that 
are hired for doing construction or 
installation work, and (3) fees to 
independent contractors who install 
equipment or do construction work 
where, under normal business prac- 
tices, the fee is paid primarily for 
services as distinct from materials. 

To illustrate: If a purchaser of a 
piece of machinery costing $500 pays 
the seller an additional $50, which 
is normally a separate charge, or if 
he hires an independent contractor 
to make the installation, the $50 
charge may be disregarded even 
though the seller or independent con- 
tractor may furnish a few minor 
material additions, such as wiring. 

However, if a purchaser hires a 
building contractor to construct an 
addition to his plant, under circum- 
stances where the contractor would 
normally charge a single fee includ- 
ing building materials, labor and 
profit, the total fee must be taken 
into consideration in determining 
whether or not the addition comes 
within the $500 limit. In this case, 
the contractor’s labor may not be 
deducted since the contractor is paid 
primarily for the completed addition 
rather than for the labor of install- 
ing property that was purchased 
separately. 


Small Firms Hurt by WPB Plan 


For Reconversion, Says Senator 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—Small con- 
cerns will be hurt by the War Pro- 
duction Board’s announced policy of 
allocating materials for civilian pro- 
duction on the basis of pre-war out- 
put, complained Senator Robert Taft, 
Ohio Republican, at a recent hearing 
of the Senate Military Affairs sub- 
committee on postwar matters. 


Under the WPB civilian produc- 
tion policy small firms frequently get 
a production allocation so small that 
they can operate only at a loss, 
while larger concerns receive greater 
allocations, and, in addition, have war 
business, Senator Taft declared. 

“If we are going to allocate pro- 
duction, there ought to be a distinct 
break for smaller companies,” he em- 
phasized. , 

Senator Taft referred to WPB’s 
plans by reading a letter from Don- 
ald M. Nelson, WPB chairman, who 
wrote, “It will be the general policy 
of the WPB to allow each producer 
a quarterly production quota based 
on the rate of his production in the 
period 1937-41, inclusive, to the total 
production of all producers during 
that period.” 

The “give-the-little-fellow-a-break” 
attitude of Senator Taft was sup- 
ported by the witness before the sub- 
committee, John Fennelly, executive 
secretary of the Committee for 
Economic Development, an organiza- 
tion of businessmen which is work- 
ing on postwar and _ reconversion 
problems with the U. S. Department 
of Commerce.
